offer from 500 to 800 calories a day, 
instead of 1100 or 1200, which may, in 
most instances, be the absolute mini- 
mum- compatiable with health. 


Another dietary system recommends 


eatin at lare quantaties of meat and 
entirely eliminates veetables. That 
kind of diet is danerous because it 
tends to production of acidosis to a 
perilous degree. 


The Hollywood 18-day diet empha- 


sizes oranges, grapefruit, Melba toast, 
and raw vegetables, but it provides 
only 600 or 700 calories n day, is de- 
ficient in all the necessary' proteins, 
carbohydrates, fats and minerals, and 
is certainly dangerous for health.

The story of the Gerasenes fin the 


King James Version called Gadarenes) 
and the swine, upon which this les- 
son is based, has puzzled many peo- 
ple. To some of freely critical mind, 
it has seemed so different from any- 
thing else in the New Testament that 


I they have wondered whether it had 
an authentic place in the record at 
all; yet it has some very clear and 
definite teachings, the application of 
which is decidedly marked in rolalion 
to life today. 


The story itself is simple/ As Jesus 


went through this country 
of 
the 


Gerasenes, adjoining Galilee, He met 
a man possessed of deamons, or who 
was, as we would say, insane. The 
man's insanity took the form of send- 
ing him forth from his fellows to live 
'n' the tombs, unkept and unclothed. 
When the poor fellow saw Jesus, thero 
was fulfilled the saying, "the devils 
als- feared and trembled," for in hi.-, 
madness he railed against the Master. 
When Jesus asked him his name, he 
replied that it'was Legion, for many 
demons had entered into' him. 


The story has a strange aspect, as 


the demuis are represented as ask- 
in gthat, if they .were cast out of the 
man, they should not be hurled into 
the abyss, but should be allowed to 
enter a herd of. swine feeding on the 
mountains. The record is that when 
the demons hnd gone into the swine 
the latter rushed down a steep place 
into the lake and were drowned. 


Interpreted upon any literal basis, 


ino.uiry might well be made why the 
gentle Jesus in healing the manic 
should have 
destroyed the hogs or 


sent them to such an end. The above 
reply would be that the hogs were in- 
'.ended to be. slaughtered anyway, and 
;hat )i9 uestion of mercy or humanity 
is involved in the form of their de- 
traction. 
The story manifestly is strange and 


nizzling, but the teachings that come 
u-om it are very clear and practi- 
•al. These Gerasenes, by their law 
and religion, were forbidden the use 
of pork. So !far as their religion was 
concerned, they were engaged in an 
Ih'cit and prohibited business, for the 
sake of gain. They would not eat the 
hogs themselves, but they would sell 
.hem to other people. 


Waving aside any uestion 'of the 


propriety of eating pork, a uestion that 
the non-Jewish world has solved in 
its own way, the teaching is obvious.

Doubters have claimed it would de- 


The Columbia exper- 
iments include filling, teeth with its 
aid, and four months lated taking out 
the fillings and examining the nerve. 
In one year's time no killing of nerves 
or other bad effects have been found. 


Action In Old Cavity 


It does not kill the dentine pain un- 


til it comes in contact with live tooth 
tissue. Thus when placet! in the de- 
cay of a Jiew cavity of short duration 
it is likely to kill the drill pain im- 
mediately. Because it still can contact 
live tissues. 


But in an old cavity it may not 


relieve the pain until the decay is 
cut through. Tor old decay acts like a 
cauterizing surface over the live den- 
tine.
